THE 1959 version of the West Rutland High School football team was 
a better one than has been produced in quite a few years, Altogether, 
seven varsity games were played, three being won and four being lost. Al- 
though this did not put the team in the winning bracket, there was a great deal 
of spectator interest and the games were excellent to view. The varsity 
starting team was composed of nine seniors and two juniors. Also earning 
their letters were three other juniors and two sophomores. 

The first game of the season was a night game played against Bennington 
Catholic High School at Bennington Memorial Field. The Horde easilv 
overpowered their floundering opponents The offense plaved sparkling ball 
and the defense held like a brick wall. The Westsiders returned home with a 
20-0 win. 

West Rutland then lost a heartbreaker to Woodstock, 20-19, All of 
the Horde scoring was done in the first half. In the second half, with the score 
19-7, Woodstock exploded with two touchdowns, scored within five minutes 
of each other. This seemed to break the back of the Westside offense They 
were unable to move the ball after the fatal point that was scored on an end 
sweep 
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In the third contest of the season the Horde again lost, this tune to a 
much superior team, Middleburv. This was the worst defeat they absorbed, 
the final score was 26-6. 

The fourth contest of the season was lost in much the same manner as the 
Woodstock game. A point after touchdown meant the difference between 
victory and defeat, this time against Fair Haven. The final score of the game 
was West Rutland 6, Fair Haven 7. 

After three defeats, a win certainlv was appreciated by the home town 
crowd Poultney was held scoreless in a rout at Hinchey Field. The final 
score was 26-0, as each of the starting backfield men scored at least once. 

At Hartford, the Horde was forced to play in mud, for the field was 
covered by an inch of water through the better part of the game. The driving 
rain completely crippled the Westside scoring attack It did the same to the 
Hartford offense until the last minutes of the game when a recovered fumble 
and a blocked kick lead to two touchdowns and the victory. The final score 
was 13-0. 

The game with Burr & Burton was cancelled because the field in Manchester 
was flooded. 

The closing game of the season provided the most thrills, however. This 
was against Winooski, defending Class I Champions. The game was a seesaw 
battle all the way, with neither team able to gain the upper hand. Finally, in 
the last quarter, the Horde began to drive Winooski back. On the third down, 
the entire line got into the opponent backfield and tackled the quarterback 
behind the goal for the safety and the two points that won the game. 

The coaches this year were Frank Hinchev, head coach; Richard Living- 
stone, line coach; and |ames Learn)', backfield coach.

HTHE GOLDEN HORDE of West Rutland High School put up another 
A poor showing in basketball. Although many ut the games were well 
played and few were runaways for the opponents, the Westsiders seemed to 
lack the extra something that makes a winning team. This ingredient might 
well have been height, of which the Horde possessed less than anv team they 
played. There were four seniors and one junior on mentor Frank Hinchev \s 
starting five. The same setup occurred among the reserves. In keeping with 
a new Vermont Headmasters' Association rule, the Horde plaved onlv eighteen 
games compared to the twenty-four plaved last season. Four of the games 
were won. In addition, the Westsiders plaved in two Jamborees, held on the 
Round Robin basis. In these, they put up a gwd scrap and had a favorable 
won -lost percentage. 

To start the season, the Horde was defeated by Pittsford to the tune 
of 52-42. After a Jamboree which was held in Rutland, the Proctor Phantoms, 
playing to a home town crowd, pleased them immensely by beating the 
Horde, 66-54. Another Jamboree was held, this one m Fair Haven, after 
which the Phantoms again commenced to work the Horde over, now in 
Westside, The final score was 54-43. 
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At this point the Westsiders began another SVL season, celebrating the 
start by being soundly trounced by the Yellow Jackets of Windsor, 73-42. 
During the Christmas vacation a game was slipped in with Fair Haven. It was 
a fine Christmas present for the town, for the Horde compensated for the one 
point defeat the)' suffered at the hands of the Slater gridiron team by shellacking 
the hoop team by 25, 63-38. Shortly after, Mount St. Joseph defeated the 
Westsiders 45-39. Two other losses followed quickly, an awav game to 
Rutland 61-53, and a home game to Bellows Falls 57-41 It was about time 
for another victory and the Westsiders did the trick by defeating the Cata- 
mounts of Bennington High School by the score of 64-59. The winning streak- 
never got past one, however, for the next game was lost to the Colonels of 
Brattleboro, 54-42 This game marked the end of the first round of plav in 
the SVL 

Winning must have had its good points because the Horde came back to 
win the next one they played. By giving it all they had, our boys were able 
to play a wonderful game and defeat the Red Raiders of Rutland by the score 
62-52. Playing awav, The Westsiders dropped another one by twenty-five 
points, this time to the tall and smooth Terriers of Bellows Falls. Bennington 
was again conquered, this time by the score of 57-54. In this very exciting 
game there were several deviations from the rules in which the propelling of 
closed hands was featured. 

At this point, the Horde needed only one victory to be eligible for its 
class Tournament. However, the Westsiders could not win that one, going 
down in humble defeat to the Brattleboro Terriers, 51-47 in a home game, the 
M.S.J. Mounties 55-51 in an away game, the Cosmos of Springfield 64-51 in 
a home game, and the Yellow Jackets of Windsor 61-54 m the final game of 
the season. 

In defeat, all was not darkness; there was a bright fight. Robert Chap- 
man, starter at the post position for the Hinchev proteges, finished high on 
the list of leading scorers m the Southern Vermont League So, with the 
end of the basketball campaign, the athletes of the Senior class had but one 
sport to devote their time to before graduation would take them forever away 
from active participation in high school athletics.
